The claimed invention relates to a method of operating a 
mobile terminal comprising accessing a service portal via a 
bi-directional network.

Dl relates to am apparatus and a method for controlling 
packet data to provide multimedia broadcast /multicast 
services in a CDMA mobile communication system. 

Dl describes in paragraph [0028] with reference to figure 
8, a signal processing procedure of a user equipment (UE) or 
mobile terminal when a broadcast service is provided. 
According to Dl, if the UE selects a broadcast service of 
the MBMS, the UE obtains parameters for at least one 
corresponding broadcast channel to receive the broadcast 
service. The broadcast channel is configured using the 
parameters obtained from the above described procedure. 

What differs the claimed invention from Dl is that 
according to the claimed invention, the UE selects a service 
from a service menu in a service portal.

However, this is considered merely a constructional 
feature as the important steps of selecting a service, 
receiving parameters used to configure a channel for the 
selected broadcast service and then to set up the channel 
and start the service are identical. 

Consequently, the claimed method and mobile terminal as in 
claims 1, 3, 6, 10, 12 and 15 are considered to lack an 
inventive step.
